NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 650(E):—The following draft of certain 
regulations further to amend the Coal Mines Regu¬ 
lations, 1957, which the Central Government pro¬ 
poses to make, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 57 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), 
is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 59 of the said Act, for information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into 
consideration on the expiry of a period of three 
months from the date of publication of this notifica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be 
received from any person with respect to the said 
draft before the period so specified will be consider¬ 
ed by tho Central Government. 

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Coal 
Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 1984. 

2. In the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said regulations),—in sub- 
regulation (1) of regulation 3, after the words and 
figure “Form I”, the following shall be inserted, 
namely “and a copy thereof shall be submitted 
to the Regional Inspector. The Form shall be ac¬ 
companied by a plan showing the boundaries of the 
mine and distinctive features : 

Provided that, in respect of a mine which has 
already been opened such a plan shall be 
submitted within sixty days of coming into 
force of the Coal Mines (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1984. 

Provided further that if the boundary of a mine 
is changed as per sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 107, a plan showing the new 
boundary, shall be submitted within seven 
days of the said change”; 

3. After regulation 8 of the said regulations, the 
following regulation shall be inserted, namely :— 

“8A. Appointment of officials above the rank of 

manager.— 

(1) The owner of a mine shall submit in writ¬ 
ing to the Chief Inspector, a statement 
showing names and designations of all offi¬ 
cers of the mine above the rank of the 


manager, authorised to act as representa¬ 
tives of the owner in respect of planning, 
direction, control or management of the 
mine. 

(2) The statement shall also show the respon¬ 
sibilities of each such officer and the ma¬ 
tters in respect of which he is authorised 
to act as representative of the owner. 

(3) Such officer shall be deemed to be agent 
of the owner for the mine or group of 
mines, as the case may be in respect of 
the responsibilities as specified in such 
statement. 

(4) The statement aforesaid shall be submitt¬ 
ed within one month from the date of. 
coming into force of the Coal Mines 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1984 in the 
case of mines already opened, or reopen¬ 
ed as the case may be, and in other cases 
within one month from the date ut open¬ 
ing or reopening of the mine. 

(5) Any change, addition or alteration in the 
names or other particulars of the aforesaid 
statement shall be reported in writing to 
the Chief Inspector within seven days 
from the date of such change, addition or 
alteration.”; 

4. In sub-regulation (2) of regulation 9 of the 
said regulations, for the words and figures, “under 
sub-regulation (1), the owner, agent or manager 
shall within 24 hours ol‘ his being informed of the 
death,” the words and figures, “under sub-regulation 
(1) or if an injury other than the serious injury be¬ 
comes serious, the owner, agent or manager shall 
within 24 hours of his being informed of the same,” 
shall be substituted; 

5. In sub-regulation (2) of regulation 12 of the 
said regulations, after clause (j), the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(k) Certificate of competency to undertake 
rescue and recovery work (in these regu¬ 
lations shall be referred to as Rescue- 
trained Persons Certificate)”; 

6. In the proviso to sub-regulation (1) of regu¬ 
lation 13 of the said regulations, the words “hold¬ 
ing a degree or diploma in mining approved by the 
Board in this behalf’ shall be deleted. 

7. In regulation 16 of the said regulations :— 

(i) after the proviso to sub-regulation (1) the 
following proviso shall be inserted, name¬ 
ly :— 

“Provided further that, the Board may ad¬ 
mit any person holding a degree or dip¬ 
loma in mining approved under sub¬ 
regulation (1), at an examination for 
First Class Manager’s Certificate or a 
person holding a diploma or certificate 
in mining approved under regulation 18, 
at an examination for Second Class 
Manager's Certificate, Inotwithstanding 
that he does not possess the experience 
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as specified m sub-regulation (1) so, 
however that, such a person shall be 
awarded the appropriate certificate only 
after he has satisfied the Board that he 
has gained the said experience.’' 


(ii) after the proviso to sub-regulation (2) 
the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Provided further that, out of period of 
experience required under sub-regulation 

(1) the Board may also approve whole 
or part of the period of experience gain¬ 
ed while engaged in inspection, rescue, 
research, planning, or any other work 
connected with mining operation.” 

8. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 20 of the 
said regulations, after clause (j), the following' 
clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(k) in the case of an examination for Rescue- 
trained 30”, ‘Persons’ Certificate’. 

9. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 21 of the 
said regulations,— 

(i) for the words, ‘if he passes’, the words 
‘if he possesses such experience and passes’ 
shall be substituted} 

(ii) afteir sub-regulation (1), the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely 

“Provided that the Board may, subject to 
such conditions as it may specity, exe¬ 
mpt any person from appearing at the 
examination or part thereof for the grant 
of an Exchange Certificate.” 

10. In regulation 24 of the said regulations, after 
the words “the said certificate”, the words “and 
when any person employed in a mine possesses a 
Rescue-trained Person’s Certificate” shall be insert¬ 
ed. 

11. In regulation 26 of the said regulations— 

(i) in the heading for the words “shot-firer’s 

or Gas-testing or \Lamp-checker’s certifi¬ 
cate”, the words, “Shot-firer's, Gas-testing, 
Lamp-checker’s or Rescue trained person's 
Certificate” shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-regillation (1), for the words “Gas¬ 
testing or Lamp-checker’s Certificate”, the 
words “Gas-testing, Lamp-checker’s or 
Rescue trained person’s Certificate” shall 
be substituted, 

12. After sub-regulation (1) of regulation 27 of 
the said regulations, the following sub-regulation shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

“(2) (a) A medical examination undergone in ac¬ 
cordance with rule 29B or the Mines 
Rides, 1955 shall also be deemed to be 
an examination for the purpose of sub- 
regulation (1). 

(b) The application for endorsement on a cer¬ 
tificate by the regional inspector shall be 


accompanied by the certificate of fitness 
granted in terms of rule 29B of, the Mines 
Rules, 1955 and a fee of ten rupee.” 

13. For regulation 30 of the said regulations", the 
following regulation shall be substituted, namely :— 

“30. Definition—For the purpose of these regu¬ 
lations : 

(a) all excavations and ancillary facilities as 
specified in clause (j) of sub-section (1) 
of section 2, lying within the boundaries 
of a mine shall collectively constitute the 
mine; 

(b) the expression, “average output” of any 
mine, means the average per month during 
the preceding quarter of the total output 
from all excavations within the specified 
mine boundaries." 

14. For regulation 107 of the said regulations, 
the following regulation shall he substituted, name¬ 
ly :— 

“107. Working near mine boundaries. 

(1) The owner, agent or manager of every 
mine shall have fixed boundaries of the 
mines and notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in sub-regulation (2), these shall 
not be changed except with the express 
permission of the Chief Inspector in writ¬ 
ing and subject to such conditions os he 
may specify therein. 

(2) No working shall be made within a distance 
equaj to the distance as specified in colu¬ 
mn (5) of table under sub-regulation (4) 
of regulation 99, corresponding to the depth 
of the seam being worked of the boundary 
of any mine and in case of a disputed boun¬ 
dary, no working shall be made within 
the aforesaid distance of the boundary 
claimed by the owner of an adjacent mine 
until such time as a binding agreement has 
been reached as to the correct boundary 
or the question has been finally determi¬ 
nated by a court of law : 

Provided that, whete work is done in more 
than one seam, the barrier kept at the 
boundary shall, as far as practicable, be 
vertically coincident and of the same 
dimensions. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-regulation (2), the Chief Inspector 
may, by an order in writing and subject to 
such conditions as he may specify therein, 
permit the workings of any mine or part 
thereof to extend within any workings of 
any mine or part thereof to extend within 
any shorter distance that what is laid down 
in sub-regulation (2) or may require that 
the said workings shall not extend further 
than a specified distance. 1 " 
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15. After regulation 191C of the said regulations, 
the following regulation shall be inserted, namely:— 

“191D.’Use, supply and maintenance of self¬ 
rescuer-— 

(1) No person shall go into, work or be per¬ 
mitted to go into or work belowground in 
any mine unless he is provided with an 
carries with him a sell-rescuer of such 
type as may be approved by the Chief 
Inspector by a general or special order in 
writing. 

(2) If such a self-rescuer is accidentally da¬ 
maged during use or goes out of order or 
becomes unserviceable on having gained 
weight in excess of specified limits or hav¬ 
ing exceeded its specified life or has been 
used the owner, agent or manager shall 
immediately replace such self-rescuer. 

(3) The owner, agent or manager of every 
mine where self-rescuers are to be used, 
shall 

(a) at all times keep sufficient stock of self¬ 

rescuers so that they are readily avail¬ 
able whenever needed. 

(b) provide, at the mine, adequate arrange¬ 
ments for cleaning maintenance and 
inspection of self-rescuers, 

(c) ensure that every person who may be 
required to use self-rescuer under sub¬ 
regulation (1) undergoes a course of 
training in the use of self-rescuer, as may 
be specified by the Chief Inspector by 
a general or special order in writing.” 

16. For regulation 199 of the said regulations, the 
following regulation shall be substituted, namely :— 

“199. Place of accident not to be disturbed,— 

(1) Whenever there occurs in or about a mine 
an accident causing loss of life or serious 
bodily injury to any person, the place of 
accident shall not be disturbed or altered 
before the arrival or without the consent 
of the Chief Inspector or the Inspector to 
whom notice of the accident is required to 
be given under sub-section (1) of section 
23, unless such disturbance or alteration 
is necessary to prevent any further acci¬ 
dent, to remove bodies of the deceased, or 
to rescue any person from danger, or un¬ 
less discontinuance of work at the place 
of accident would seriously impede the 
working of the mine : 

Provided that where the Chief Inspector or 
the said Inspector fails to inspect the 
place of accident within seventy-two 
hours of the time of the accident, work 
may be resumed at the place of acci¬ 
dent. 

(2) Before the olace of accident imblving a 

fatal or serious accident is disturbed or 
altered due to any reason whatsoever. 


a sketch of the site illustrating the acci¬ 
dent and all relevant details shall be pre¬ 
pared (in duplicate) and such sketch shall 
be duly signed by the manager or assistant 
manager, safety officer, surveyor and the 
workmen’s inspector or, where there is no 
workmen’s inspector, by a workperson 
nominated by the workers in this behalf : 

Provided that, if the place is disturbed or 
altered to prevent further accident or 
rescue persons from danger before the 
sketch could be prepared, the same shall 
be prepared immediately thereafter giv¬ 
ing all relevant details as existed before 
the place was disturbed or altered. 

(3) One of the authentiated sketches shall be 
delivered or sent to the concerned Inspec¬ 
tor of Mines.” 

17, After regulation 199 of the said regulations, 
the following regulation shall be inserted, namely: — 

“199A. Emergency plan.” 

(1) The manager of eifery mine having work¬ 
ings belowground shall prepare a general 
plan of action for use in time of emer¬ 
gency. The jilan shall outline the duties 
and responsibilities of each mine official 
and key men including the telephone ope¬ 
rators, so that i"ach person shall know what 
is expected of him in case fire, explosion or 
other emergency occur. All officials and 
key men shall bo throughly instructed in 
their duties so as to avoid contradictory 
orders and confusion at the time when 
prompt and efficient action is needed. The 
emergency plan shall also provide for 
mock rehearsals at regular intervals. 

(2) The manager shall submit a copy of the 
aforesaid emergency plan prepared by him 
to the Regional Inspector, within 60 days of 
the coming into force of these regulations, 
or in the case of a mine which is opened or 
reopened thereafter, within thirty days of 
such opening or reopening. The Regional 
Inspector may, by an order in writing 
approve of such action plan, either in the 
form submitted to him or with such addi¬ 
tions and alterations as he may think fit 
and the action plan so approved shall he 
enforced at the mine. 

(3) On receiving information of any emer¬ 
gency, the Manager and in his absence the 
principal official present at the surface, 
shall immediately put the emergency action 
plan in operation.” 

18, Regulation 201 of the said regulations shall 
be omitted. 

19, In regulation 204 of the said regulations— 

(i) in sub-regulation (1), for the words “Mining 
Board constituted under Section 12 of the 
Act or, if no Mining Board has been 
constituted for the area in which the mine

NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 651(E).—The following draft of certain 
regulations further to amend the Metalliferous Mines 
Regulations, 1961, which the Central Government 
proposes to make, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 57 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), 
is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of 
section 59 of the said Act, for information of all 
persons likely to be effected thereby, and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into 
consideration on the expiry of a period of three 
months from the date of publication of this notifi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be re¬ 
ceived from any person with respect to the said draft 
before the perioci so specified will be considered oy 
the Central Government. 

DRAFT REGULATION 

1. These regulations may be called the Metalli¬ 
ferous Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 1984. 

2. In sub-regulation (9) of regulation 2 of the 
Metalliferous Mines Regulations, 1961 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said regulations), for the words 
and figure “age of 21 years”, the words and figure 
“age of 20 years” shall be substituted. 

3. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 3 cf the said 
regulations, after the words “First Schedule” the fol¬ 
lowing shall be inserted, namely .— 

“ard a copy thereof shTl be submitted l 0 the 
regional inspector. The Form shall be accompanied 
by a plan showing the boundaries of the mine and 
distinctive features; 

Provided that, in respect of a mine which is al¬ 
ready opened such a plan shall be submitted within 
sixty days of coming into ffirce of the Metalliferous 
Mine? (Amendment) Regulations, 1984: 

Provided further that if the boundary Q f a mine is 
changed as per sub-regulation (1) of regulation 111 
a _pl,<r. showing the new boundary shall be submitted 
within seven days of the said change.” 

4. After regulation 8 of the said 1 tmlations, the 

lollowmg regulation shall be inserted, namely:_ 

‘ 8A. Appointment of the officials above the 
rank of the manager :— 

(IT, The owner of a mine shall submit in writing 
to the Chief Inspector, a statement showing 
names and designation* of all officers of 
the mine above the rank of the manager, 
authorised to act as representatives of the 
owner in respect of planning, direction, 
control or management of the mine. 
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(2) The statement shall also show the responsi¬ 
bilities of each such officer and the matters 
in respect of which he is authorised to act 
as representative of the owner. 

{ 3 ) Such officer shall be deemed to be agent of 
the owner for the mine or group of mines, 
as the case may be, in respect of the res¬ 
ponsibilities as specified in such statement. 

(4) The statement aforesaid shall be submitted 

within one month from the date of coming 
into force of the Coal Mines (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1984, in the case of Mines 
already opened or reopened as the case may 
be, and in other cases within one month 
from the date of opening or reopening of 
the mine. 

(5) Any change, addition or alteration in the 

names or other particulars of the aforesaid 
statement shall be reported in writing to 
the Chief Inspector within seven days from 
the date of such change, addition or alter¬ 
ation.” 

5. In sub-regulation (2) of regulation 9 of the said 
regulations, for the words “under sub-regulation (1), 
the owner, agent or manager shall within 24 hours of 
his being informed of the death,” the words “under 
sub-regulation (1) or if an injury other than the 
Serious injury becomes serious, the owner, agent or 
manager shall within 24 hours of his being informed 
of the same,” shall be substituted. 

6. In sub-regulation (2) of regulation 12 of the 
said regulations, after clause (i), the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely :—< 

“(j) Certificate of competency to undertake res¬ 
cue and recovery work (in these regulations 
referred to as Rescue-trained Person’s Cer¬ 
tificate.)” 

7. In the first proviso to sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 13 of the said regulations, the words 
“holding a degree or diploma in mining approved by 
the Board in this behalf’ shall be omitted. 

8. In clause (a) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 
15 of the said regulations, for the words and figure 
“21 years of age” the words and figure, “20 years of 
age” shall be substituted. 

9 In regulation 16 of the said regulations,— 

(i) after the first proviso to sub-regulation (1), 
the following proviso shall be inserted, na¬ 
mely :— 

“Provided further that, the Board may admit 
any person holding a^degree or diploma 
in mining approved bere'nabovc, at an 
examination for First CL s Manager’s 
Certificate or a person holding a diploma 
or certificate in mining approved under 
regulation 18 . at an examination for 
Second Class Manager’s Certificate, not¬ 
withstanding that he does not possess the 
experience as specified in sub-regulation 
fl) so however that, such a person shall 


be awarded the appropriate certificate 
only after he has satisfied the ]3oard that 
he Iras gained the said experience.”. 

(ii) after the first proviso to sub-regulation "(2), 
the following proviso shall be inserted, na¬ 
mely .— 

“Provided further that out of the experience 
required under sub-regulation (1), the 
. Board may approve a part or whole of' the 
period of experience gained while engaged 
in insjiection, rescue, research, planning or 
any other work connected with mining 
operation.,”. 

10. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 21 of the 
said regulations, after clause (i), the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(j) in the case of an examination for Rescue- 
trained 30” Person's Certificate. 

11. In sub-regulation (2) of regulation 22, for the 
proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that the Board may, subject to such 
conditions as ft may specify, exempt any 
person from appearing at,the examination 
or part thereof, for the grant of an Ex¬ 
change Certificate.”. 

12. In regulation 27 of the said regulations, after 
the words “possession of the said certificate” the words 
“and when any person employed in a mine possesses 
a Rescue-trained Person’s Certificate” shall be in¬ 
serted. 

13. For regulation 29 of the said regulations, the 
following regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘29. Suspension of a Foreman’s Mate’s, Engine- 
driver’s, Blaster’s, Gas-testing or Rescue 
trained person’s Certificate. 

(1) If the Regional Inspector is of opinion that the 
holder of a Foreman’s Mate’s, Engine-driver’s, Blas¬ 
ter’s Gas-testing or Rescue trained person’s Certifi¬ 
cate is incompetent or is guilty of negligence or mis¬ 
conduct in the performance of his duties, he may 
hold an enquiry to determine whether or not such 
person (hereinafter referred to as the delinquent) is 
fit to continue to hold such certificate.” 

(2) During such enquiry he shall record,— 
enquiry he shall record.— 

(a) any evidence that the delinquent may like 
to give; 

(b) the evidence of any witness that the delin¬ 
quent may like to produce; 

(c) the evidence of the Manager of the mine; and 

fd) any other evidence that may be considered 
necessary or relevant by the Regional 
Inspector. 

In case the delinquent fails to be present inspite 

sufficient notice, the evidence aforesaid shall be 
recorded i n the presence of the delinquent and he 
shalL.be jn-en a reasonable opportunity to cross- 
examine the witnesses (other than those produced by 
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him). The Regional Inspector also may cross-examine 
the delinquent and the witnesses produced by him. 

(3) If as a result of the enquiry the Regional Ins¬ 
pector is of the opinion that the delinquent is not 
fit to hold the certificate, he shall within fifteen days 
from the date of the conclusion of his enquiry, sub¬ 
mit a report in the Chairman of the Board together 
with his findings, notes of evidence recorded during 
the enquiry and other relevant records. After consi¬ 
dering such report, evidence and records, the Chair¬ 
man may without any further reference to the Board 
suspend the certificate of the delinquent for a period 
not exceeding three months and his decision shall be 
final. 

(4) Where the Chairman is of the opinion that the 
suspension of the certificate for a period exceeding 
three months or its cancellation is called for, he shall 
recommend to the Board accordingly together with 
the findings of the Regional Inspector, the ncies of 
evidence and other relevant records. A copy of such 
communication addressed to the Board together with 
the copies of the notes of evidence and the findings 
of the Regional Inspector shall also be sent to the 
delinquent who may submit his written representation 
within thirty days from the date of receipt of such 
copies. 

(5) The Board may, after considering the evidence 
and other records and the written representation, if 
any, submitted by the delinquent, either increase the 
period of suspension or cancel the certificate as it 
deems fit and its decision shall be final. 

(6) Where a certificate is suspended or cancelled 
under this regulation, the Chairman of the Board 
may call for such certificate and make suitable 
endorsement thereon.” 

14. For sub-regulation (2) of regulation 30 of the 
said regulations, the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(2)(a) A medical examination undergone in 
accordance with rule 29B of the Mines 
Rules, 1955 shall also be deemed to be an 
examination for the purpose of sub-regula¬ 
tion (1). 

(b) The application for endorsement on a certi¬ 
ficate by the Regional Inspector shall be 
accompanied by the Certificate of fitness 
granted in terms of rule 29B of the Mines 
Rules, 1955 and a fee of ten rupees,” 

15. For regulation 33 of the said regulations, the 
following regulation shall be inserted, namely:— 

“33. Definition—For the purpose of these regu¬ 
lations,— 

(a) all excavations and ancillary facilities as 
specified in clause (i) of sub-section (1) of 
section 2, lying within the boundaries of 
a mine shall collectively constitute the mine; 

(b) the expression, “average employment” of 
any mine, means the average per day during 
the proceeding quarter of the total employ¬ 
ment in all excavations and specified anci¬ 
llary facilities within the specified mine 
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boundaries (obtained by dividing the num¬ 
ber of man days worked by the number of 
working days excluding the rest days and 
other non-working days)”. 

16. In regulation 111 of the said regulations, the 
existing sub-regulations (1) and (2) shell be renum¬ 
bered as sub-regulations (2) and (3) respectively and 
before sub-regulation (2) so re-numbered, the follow¬ 
ing sub-regulation shall be inserted, n£mel,:— 

“(1) The owner, agent or marager of every min© 

shall have fixed boundaries ol the mines and 
notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
regulation (2), these shall not be changed 
except with the permission of the Chief 
Inspector in writing and subject to such 
conditions as he may specify therein. 

17. For regulation 190 of the said regulations,, the 
following regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“190. Place of accident n ot to be disturbed, 

(1) Whenever an accident ©Gcurs in or about 
mine causing loss of life or serious bodily injury to 
any person, the place of accident shall not be dis¬ 
turbed or altered before the arrival or without the 
consent of the Chief Inspector or the Inspector to 
whom notice of the accident is required to be given 
under sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act 
unless such disturbance or alteration is necessary to 
prevent any further accident, to remove bodies of the 
deceased, or to rescue any person from danger, or 
unless discontinuance of work at the place of acci¬ 
dent would seriously impede the working of the mine. 

Provided that the work may be resumed at the 
place of accident in case the Chief Inspector or the 
Inspector fails to inspect the place of accident within 
seventy-two hours. 

(2) Before the place of accident involving a fatal 
or serious accident is disturbed or altered due to any 
reason whatsoever, a sketch of the site illustrating the 
accident and all relevant details shall be prepared (in 
duplicate) and such sketch shall be duly signed by the 
manager or assistant manager, safety officer, surveyer 
and the workmen’s inspector or, where there is no 
workmen’s inspector or, by workperson nominated 
by the workers in this behalf: 

Provided that, if the place is disturbed or altered 
to prevent further accident or rescue persons from 
danger before the sketch could be prepared, the same 
shall be prepared immediately thereafter giving all 
relevant details as existed before the place was dis¬ 
turbed or altered. 

(3) One of the authentical sketches shall be deli¬ 
vered or sent to the concerned Inspector of Mines.” 

18. After regulation 190 of the said regulation, the 
following regulation shall be inserted, namely:— 

“190A. Emergency plan.—(1) The manager of 
every mine having workings below ground shall pre¬ 
pare a general plan of action for use in time of emer¬ 
gency. The plan shall outline the duties jand respon¬ 
sibilities of each mine official and key men including 
the telephone operators, each person shall know his 
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duties in case fire, explosion or other emergency occur. 
All officials and key men shall be thoroughly instruc¬ 
ted in their duties so as to avoid contradictory orders 
and confusion at the time when prompt and efficient 
action is needed. The emergency plan shall also pro¬ 
vide for rock rehearsals at regular intervals. 

(2) The manager shall submit a copy of the afore¬ 
said emergency plan prepared by him to the Regional 
Inspector, within 60 days of the coming into force 
of these regulations, or in the case of a mine which 
is opened or re-opened thereafter, within 30 days of 
such opening or re-opening. The Regional Inspector 
may, by an order in writing approve of such action 
plan either in the form submitted to him or with such 
additions and alterations as he may think fit, and 
the action plan so approved Shall be enforced at the 
mine. 

(3) On receiving information of any emergency, the 
Manager and in his absence the principal official pre¬ 
sent at the surface, shall *i<n mediately put the emer¬ 
gency action plan in operation.” 

19. Regulation 192 of the said regulations shall be 
omitted. 


20. In regulation 195 of the said regulations,— 

(i) in sub-regulation (1), for the words “Mining 

Board constituted under section 12 of the 
Act or, if no Mining Board has been con¬ 
stituted for the area in which the mine or 
part thereof is situated, to the Central 
Government”, the words “Committee con¬ 
stituted under section 12 of the Act*’ shall 
be substituted. 

(ii) (a) in sub-regulation (2) for the words “the 
Mining Board or of the Central Govern¬ 
ment, as the case may be”, the words “the 
Committee” shall be substituted; 

(b) in the proviso to sub-regulation (2) for the 
words “the Mining Board or the Central 
Government, as the case may be”, the 
words “the Committee”, shall be substitu¬ 
ted.
